I start with the correct amount 
of material, properly prepared, 
to throw the piece I intend to 
complete. As the piece begins 
to emerge, it takes form in space. 
There is a precise relationship 
among the form, its function, 
its color, the position of the 
design, and all the other elements— 
all the way down to the grains 
in the surface. All have to 
be in specific relationship before 
that piece can be complete. 
Therein lies the magic of the 
craft.
